The only remaining rejection is that of claims 8, 12-17, and 30 over Ohmoto et al as the 



primary reference. The examiner maintains his position for the reasons set forth in the Advisory 
action mailed April 21 , 2004. During examination, claim terminology is given its broadest 
reasonable interpretation, and the aromatic groups of Ohmoto et al are unsaturated as required by 
Applicants' definition. Applicants' definition is not limited by examples found only in the 
specification. It would be possible to overcome the prior art rejections by amending the 
definition of R to recite, e.g., that the heterocyclic groups are not aryl groups.
